STATE COLLEGE 
With hundreds of students unable to secure entrance 
into State College and with scores living in trailers 
about the college campus, a picture is created that should 
rather put old Pennsylvania to shame. 
At all times 
State College has more applications for enrollment than 
can be taken care of. 
The splendid work done by the 
college has been recognized and its graduates are in 
demand. That speaks well for President Ralph D. Hetzel 
and his faculty. 
However, the state legislature has failed in its pro­ 
vision for the college. 
In the land grant colleges of 
contiguous states the appropriations from the state are 
many times greater than those for State College. Penn­ 
sylvania has been niggardly in its provision for the col­ 
lege. 
Gov. George Earle erected several buildings at 
the college during his term of office, excellent structures 
that stand as a monument to the Earle administration. 
With plenty of money at hand, it is high time that a 
building program was inaugurated at State College that 
would care for years to come of the needs for dormi­ 
tories, laboratories, etc. 
There is a need existing that should be taken care 
of at the same time the mental and other hospitals of 
the state get attention. The task is a great one and the 
state during the war years has done little or nothing to 
relieve the need. 
The legislator who provides for State College in a 
generous way with at least $10,000,000 for new build­ 
ings, badly needed, will have his name called blessed by 
generations of Pennsylvanians.
